Egersdorf, Janet Egersdorf and Ronnie 
Connolly. 

The three died in a house fire Npv._ 5 
when they were overcome by smoke while 
trying to escape their burning house. 

Since that tragedy, smoke alarms have 
been selling heavily in Gooding. 

“Wc sold out of the regular battery 
smok e detectors,” Ace Hordware owner 
Julie Lodcr said. “We had a ran on them. 
The majority I sold Sanirday afternoon af- 
ter the fire, and then all the rest went out 
Monday.” 

Lodcr said she also sold out of ninc-voU 
baticrics lo people who were replacing the 
batteries in their alarms at home. 

The supply of smoke detectors right now 
nil over town is slim, said Lodcr, who has 
reordctixl twice. . 

"Whether they’re made in Japan or Toi- 
wan or wherever, if they're going to save 
somebody’s life, I think they arc o neccssi-- 
ty,” she said. 

The story was the same at Gooding Lum- . 
- _bcr, where the early warning alarms sold 
out and more are coming in on a rush or- 
4cr. „ . . , 

“They wiped us out, said employee 
Rosie Brooks. “Since the fire, everybody 
started paying more attention and decided 
they better do something.”

Evd Knievel’s gramma turns 100 

Memories of daredevil grandson are prominent 


BUTTE, Mont. (AP) — When 
Emma Knicvcl looks back on 100 
years of living, life with a young boy 
who liked bicycle jumps and went on 
to become o motorcycle daredevil fig- 
ures prominently in her memories. 

Mrs. Knievel is the grandmother of 
stuilt artist and Butte legend Evel 
Knievel. She and husband Ig raised

“He was more than a handful," said 
Mrs. Knievel, who turns 100 on Sun- 
day.

She remembers that when he was 
boy, he jumped his bicycle over 
whatever was handy.

Ig arid Emma Knievel moved to 
Butte in 191S, after working a form in 
Iowa and running a business m South 
Dakota. Ig built a house, and in the 
winter of 1916, the couple moved in 
and began raising sons Bob and Don. 

Some dates have turned fuzzy for 
Mrs. Knievel, but she fondly recalls 
being an early female daredevil in the 
community.

Wooden trestle across Great 
Salt Lake slowly disappearing 


tXlDEN. Utah (AP) — TlKiorig- 
tnal Lucin Cutoff. 12 miles of 
wooden trestle across tlic Creal Suit 
Lake, is slowly disappearing — but 
not without u right. 

Pile by reluctant pile, board by 
weathered board, it’s being disman- 
tled and salvaged, for decorative 
lumber, mining timbers, housing 
beams and anything else you can do 
with wood that’s been .soaking in 
.salt water for 90 years.. 

Despite being on the National 
Register of Historic Places, its de- 
molition is taking place without 
public fanfare or resistance., other 
than that of the .trestle itself, its 
biggest pilings arc proving' too 
tou^ to pull out. 

Completed in 1903. the trestle 
was put on the national historic reg- 
ister'in 1972. But that didn’t protect 
it. i 

“Thal'x a common misconcep- 
tion." said Roger Roper of the Utah ' 
State Historical Society. Being list: 
cd doesn’t mean it has to .slay up, 
just that it hxs to be properly docu- 
mented before it’s tom down. 

Ofriciuls from Southern Pacific 
• Railroad, the tic.stlc‘.<; owner.' have a 
1988 state historical society letter 
giving approval to demolish irnnd 
’ have contracted with a Provo com- 
pany to do the work. 

When built, the trestle was a 
trdnsporiation milestone. It was 
called the Lucin Cutoff because it 


cut 43 mites off the trip around the 
*Crcat Suit Lake. 

Before the trestle was built, tniins 
going from Ogden tq points west 
hud to go around the lake; following 
the original line north and through 
Promonioty, then west to Lucin luid 
on to Nevada. > 

It was the sVorld's Iongc.st railway 
crossing and even had a town in the 
nriddie .boasting a population of up 
to 30 people. 

. But the cutoff mcont the trip 
around the north side of the lake no 
longer was needed, and the tracks 
there were tom out. The towas illat 
depended on the trains .died.- 
Promontory turned from a idwn to u 
dot on the map and, cvenidully. a 
hi.storic site. 

The wooden trestle itself eventu- 
ally was abandoned. In 1959. the 
railroad began work on a replace- 
ment 11 new ciiiiscwny, built of rock 
and gravel, running parallel to tlic 
original, which became a backup for 
the new one until the lute 1970s. 

In '1988. the Southern Pacific 
Railroad started inquiring about 
tearing the trestle down despite its 
listing atra historic ^jincc. Its exis- 
tence has been documented in pho- 
tographs for the Historic American 
Engineering Record, satisfying any 
potential federal historic preserva- 
tion requirements. 

Morgan resident Pal Toyn. who 
first saw the trestle while searching 


for ghost towns in Box Elder Coun- 
ty. is sorry to sec the trestle go. To 
preserve its memory, if nothing' 
else, he shot videotapes of it in 1991 
while it was .still intact. 

Last April, Trcsilcwood. the Pro- 
vo company demolishing the struc- 
ture. removed the deck' and started 
taking the poles out of the water. 

Brad Nate, a Trcsilcwood mar- 
keter, said there arc millions of 
board feet of lumber in the trestle, 
all of it high quality Douglas Hr and 
redwbod.' In rctum'for not charging 
the niilroad for the labor, his com- 
pany hopes to sell the wood at a 
profit. 

Tlic lumber in the rresllc is prime 
stuff because it was cut back when 
lumber all came from old growth 
forests. "It comes from big trees. 
You can't just cut these big trees 
any more." he said. 

The only part .actually soaked 
with salt is the pilings (hot were 
sunk into the lake bcU 90 years ago. 
Tlicy’rc soaked through, but the salt 
has just preserved them, Nate said. 

Getting all the wood out, he said; 
is giving ihiJ company a lesson in_ 
historic building pnicticcs; and a lot 
of rc.spcci for the men who built the 
.old trestle. 

The company has a couple of 
barges on the lake, one with a 75- 
ton crane to lug the pilings fa^. But 
ihc big pilings on the outside won't 
budge.
